Johan has placed the latest sources and a compiled executable on 
ftp.ece.orst.edu in the /pub/ham/wg7j directory. 

Several folks have already tried it, and found it to be quite buggy. The 
mail indexing program does not work, the system locks up during forwarding, 
and the whole thing is rife with memory leaks. 


Still, it looks like it will be really nice once the problems are tracked 
down and corrected. He has added an smtp tdisc command, and forwarding 
will be driven by the indexes, which should speed things up considerably. 


I would recommend staying with 110x9 for the time being.
